mendable” priftiſe of their Anceſtors; 
whilſt ſome of them ſacrificed not at all; 
others offered indecent Sacrifices to God; 
and moſt, of them ho offer d ſuch Sacri- 
fices as were decent in themſelves, rather 
ſacrificed to Creatures than to God; or at 
beſt they offered them to the true God, 

under falſe Figures and Repreſentations. 
And, when the Sons of Men were gene- 
rally ſunk into theſe depraved Notions 
and corrupt Practices (they being no lon- 
ger fit to be left to themſelves, or to the 


guidance of their Nature; the Strength 


and Vigour whereof was greatly fallen off 
and impaired) God, who 1s eyer abundant 
in Mercy and Goodneſs to his Darling 
Man, in a miraculous manner revealed his 
Will to him; reminding him of, and obli- 


ging him to, the practiſe of all the Reli- 


gious and Moral Duties, which the pure 
and uncorrupt Nature of Man had taught 
the firſt Generations; but now, through 
Depravity and Corruption , they were 
wholly loſt and forgot : For theſe Reaſons 
did the Almighty reveal and publiſh his 
Will to the Sons of Men; in the Ritual 
part of which Will, which part 1s known 
to preſcribe, and ſet down, all the _

and Ceremonit! of Religion, "which the 


Perſons to whom, and for whoſe Sakes, it 


was revealed, were to exerciſe: In that Ri- 
tual part, 1 lay, many Sacrifices, as prin- 
cipal Acts of Religion, were Inſtituted. 


The Inſtitution, the Nature, the Uſe, and 


the End, of all which (that J may be 
ſpared ſpeaking farther of them) are at 
large ſet forth in the Book of Leviticus. So 
that, theſe may be termed Legal Sacrifices, 


or, ſuch as the firſt choſen People of God, 
were, by his revealed Will and written 


Law, appointed and directed to offer up 


to him, who thereby Inſtituted them. 

Now all theſe Sacrifices, whether Patri- 
archal or Legal, were but Types of that 
great Sacrifice, which was, at an appointed 
dime, according to the repeated Promiſes 
nidehs by God, to be once, and but once, 


offered up, for the Sins of Mankind : 


Which Sacrifice having been, long fince, 


made for us in the Perſon of the Son of 
God, taking to it the Nature of Man ; 
even in the Perſon of Jeſus Chritt, who, | 


as well as, He 1s Man, is God bleſſed toe.”

Fact tfuces' recommended 

coming into the World, not only to be 
Born amongſt us; but alſo in our own 
Nature, to die for us that ſo, 1 in the ſame 
Nature; which had ſo many Ages before 
offended ; he might effectually appeaſe and 
reconelle! his and their Heavenly Father ö 

to the ſinful Sons of Men. 
I Which Chriſt was not only Gacethibed 
for us, but he alſo made a ſecond Revela- 
tion of the Will of God to us: A Reve- 
lation, much more clear, and perfect, 
than the Firſt; beinga Revelation of more 
Divine Myſteries ; ; More eaſy and pleaſant 
Duties; better Promiſes, and much more 
olorious Rewards, than beer had before been 
made in the World. In which Revela- 
tion we read of the Sacrifices which were 
thereby done away, and of ſome which 
| remain to be offered up to God: But, the 
Nature of them is wholly changed ; 'they | 
are no longer Carnal;-but Spiritual ; they 
conſiſt not in ſlaying, or burning, any ani- 
mate, or inanimate Creatures; 53 büt, in 
Offering up our ſelves, that is, the Powers a 
and Faculties of our Souls, An Bedies, 
in the Service, 17 25 to the Glory of AL” 
mighty: God. D

AP Paul, 1 Rom. Ch. 12. v. 1. B. 
ſcec bes us 5; the mercies of God to 25 our 
bodies; and in the following Our 
minds, as living ſacrifices, holy, acceptable 
to God, this being but aur reaſonable ſervice : 
"" ſuch as we are, in Reaſon and Juſtice, 
bound to pay him. 

Tho' then the Types of Chriſt being 
fulfilled, are alſo aboliſhed ; yet the Goſ- 
pel preleribes ſome principal good Duties, 
and enjoins us to offer Them up to our. 
Heavenly Father, for the ſame ends, tho 
not in the ſame manner, that the Iſraelites 
offered the Sacrifices Inſtituted by the 
Law, which was given to them by Moſes ; 
And, for this Reafon, thoſe Goſval good 
Works or. Duties are termed Sacrifices. 

So that there have been, and are, three 

1 forts of Sacrifices, with: (at their reſpe- 
1 Give proper Times and Seaſons )have been, 
3 and are acceptable to Almighty God: The 
firſt whereof was the reſult of Natural; 

the other two were inſtituted by Revealed 
Religion: For there were ſuch as were 
Patriarchal, and ſuch as were Legal; and 
there are now, ſuch as are Evangelical;

Inftance of our Well-being, in. order of 
Time; fo, is it alſo That which alone ena- 
bles, and qualifies us, rightly to purſue 
and acquire all other Temporal Advanta- 
ges: Which Education, when it is beſtow- 
ed, as it ought to be, and as it was upon 
us, it refines, and inſtructs the Minds of 
Young Perſons, not only, with the Rudi- 
ments of humane Learning; but alſo 
with the ſound Principles, of the moſt 
pure Religion profeſs'd in this moſt Holy 
Church. And He, who is thus Educated, 
(Which is, what We all have been) is not 
only inſtructed to know Books, and Men; 
but, duly to know God too, ſo far as Man 
is, in this Life, capable of knowing him : 
And that Knowledge ſhould influence eve- 
ry one, on whom it is beſtowed, ſincerely 
to Serve, and Worſhip God; daily, and 
devoutly to Pray to him, for whatſoever 
he ſtands in need of; and, continually to 
offer up Praiſe, and ſo glorifie God for all 
he has, or does enjoy. This being what 
the Apoſtle earneſtly exhorts- us to in the 
Verſe immediately preceding my Text. 
Thirdly, The other Chriſtian Sacrifice 
s, that of Charity in general, particular 
Fl regard 


Sacrifices recommended. 
regard being had to a principal Branch 
thereof, Alms-giving. This Sacrifice is 
eſ] 1 recommended to us, in the Verſe 
whereof my Text is a part, which „as it 
lies entire, runs thus: But to do good and. 
to Communicate, or, to Diſtribute, as we 
ſometimes render it, forget not; for with 
ſuch Sacrifices God is well pleaſed. So that 
my Text is, by the Apoſtle, urged as a 
Motive to perſuade Men not to forget the 
Chriſtian Grace of Charity in general, 
implied by doing good ; and above all, not 
to omit the particular, but principal part 
thereof, Alms-giving ; which is implied: 
by the Communicating , or Diftributing, 
which is here exhorted to. "rr 

Now, tho' Acts of Charity may be done 
by Men, with reſpect to the Souls as well as 
the Bodies of one another; yet the Corpo- 
ral Acts of that Duty, which are enumerated 
in the cloſe of the 25th Ch. of St. Matthew, 
being alone exhorted to by the Apoſtle in 
this place, conſequently I ſhall recommend 
thoſe only to you at this time. 
Theſe then, are the true, and rome 
Chriſtian Sacrifices ; the Sacrifice of Pray- 


er; of Praiſe ; and, of Charity: Amongft 
which, if 1 may be permitted to. 2

And, 
Secondly, That he will Rewa rd them. 
Firſt, Then, 1 fay, this Phraſe implies, 
that God will accept theſe Sacrifices. What- 
ſoever is Commanded in the Word of God, 
it is our Duty to yield Obedience thereto ; 
and, that Obedience, if chearfully yielded ; 
or, the exerciſe of all ſuch Duties, if it be 
juſt and regular; we have the infallible 
Promiſe of God himſelf for it, 'that he will 
readily accept ſuch our Services and Per- 
formances. As then Prayer, Thankſgiving, 
and Charity, are indiſpenſable Duties in- 
cumbent on Chriſtians to diſcharge ; fo, 
whoſoever. doth duly and regularly dif- 
charge them, is ſure that God the Father 
will, through the Merits of his Son, ac- 
cept. them: That is, he will hear the 
Prayers of the Arens and grant their 
Requeſts; he will hearken to the Praiſes 
of the Juſt and Thankful, and be Pleaſed, 
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Rig bteouſneſo And, as for Corporal Acts of Cha-

The 
Reaſon we have, ro give Thanks to God, on this 
ſpecial account, is, becauſe it is to our Educati- 
on, next to the Providence of God (in preſerving

We all were, in our tender Years, inſtructed in 
the ſame Rudiments of Learning ; and, in the 
ſame Orthodox Principles of Religion; and, 
though we have not all equally improved, in the 
one; yet, I hope, we all, ſo imbib'd other, as that 
we ſhall conſtantly, and reſolutely continue, to be 
ound Members, of this moſt pure Church: And, 
though we are not all, now, publick Profeſſors ot 
Learning; yet the firſt Inſtructions we received, 
qualified us all, ſo to read Men, as well as Books; 
that they put us into ſeveral capacities of improv- 
ing our Fortunes, and conſequently, They enable 
us all to make ſo ſolemn, and ſo friendly an Ap- 
pearance, as we do, at this time: To compleat 
which, we muſt, to the Prayers and Praiſes, we 
have hitherto offered up, to the Throne of Grace;

And as no deſign, can be 
more Honourable ; nor, no end more Glorious, 
than this: ſo I hope, the Conſideration of this 
End, will move you all chearfully to Give, and 
Contribute, towards it: Remembring, that with 
ſuch Sacrifices eſpecially, God is, and will be, 
well pleaſed. That is, he will gracioufly ac- 
cept them, now; and, he will abundantly Re- 
ward them, hereafters with Eternal Life, to be
